POTOSI, Mo., Aug. 20.—-Washing- 
ton County’s striking tiff miners 
today rejected an offer by the em- 
ployers of increased pay, without 
ecognition of the miners’ uzion, or 
any guarantee that the proposed 
new scale would be continued. 

After 1269 of the nearly 2600 
strikers had voted, the settlement 
committee at 2 p. m. announced 
that the men nad decided, 747 to 
§22, to remain out on strike, The} 
strikers are demancing an increase 
of $2, from $3.50 to $5.50 a ton, for 
tiff, or barytes, mined on the em- 
ployers’ property. The employers 
ffered an increase to $4.50 before 
the strike was callec, Aug. 5. 

Last night they made their latest 
offer, an increase of $1.50 from the 


former rate, which would mean $5 
a ton for employes of the National 
Pigments & Chemical Co., and 
somewhat less for those employed 
by other producers, with a differ- 
ent haulage requirement. 

This leaves the next move up to 
the employers, who have announced 
their intention to resume opera- 
tions. In this ec onnection, a new 
request for the sending of militia- 
men to the mine field is expected. 
Sheriff Steve Richards last week 
joined in the employers’ request for

The employers’ latest offer ar- 
peared in the form of a handbill, 
broadcast among the men last eve- 
ning, after the strikers had spent a 
busy day trying to perfect the or- 
ganization of their new Tiff Miners, 
Haulers and Mill Workers’ Union. 
The chief purpose of the new union 
was to conduct negotiations with 
the employers, but the employers 
refused to meet with the strikers’ 
committee. The handbill took no 
otice of the union, and gave Ao 
guarantee as to continuance of the 
offered increase.

The undersigned operators have 
decided to open their plants, 
weigh stations and places of busi- 
ness tomorrow morning, Tues- 
day, Aug. 20, at which time the 
price paid for tiff will be in- 
creased $1.50. per ton over the 
July 1 schedule. 

Provided, that the undersigned 
ean resume their normal opera- 
tions without interference from 
anyone.

TAX BILL CONFEREES AGREE; 
NEW INHERITANCE LEVIES OUT 


Provision Desired by President Replaced With 
Increase in Existing Rates on 
Estates and Gifts. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.—Senate 
and House Conference Committee 
members today reached a final 
agreement on the tax bill, leaving 
out the new inheritance levies pro- 
posed by President Roosevelt. 
Instead of the inheritance taxes, 


the measure agreed on would in- 
crease the existing estate and gift 
tax rates. 

The bill was summed up this way 
by Chairman Harrison of the Con- 
ference Committee: 

1. Graduated corporation income 
12% per cent on the first 
$2000 of income, 13 per cent on in- 
come from $2000-$15,000; 14 per cent 
on $15,000-$40,000, and 15 per cent 
on all over $40,000. 

2. Capital stock tax: Increased 
from the present $1 per $1000 to 
$1.40. 

3. Excess profits: Permit new 
declaration of capital value and 
then tax at a 6 per cent rate those 
profits between 10 and 15 per cent 
and tax at 12 per cent the profits 
over 15 per cent, 

4. Individual income  surtaxes: 
Start levies, as in the House bill, at 
a tax of 31 per cent on income from 
$50,000 to $56,000, increasing rates 
to a maximum of 75 per cent on the 
excess over $5,000,000

5. Intercorporate dividends: A 90 
per cent exemption, instead of the 
existing 100 per cent exemption, on 
dividends received by one corpora- 
tion from another. Thig rate would 
amount to about 1% per cent. 

6. Estate taxes: Ranging from 2 
per cent on the first taxable $10,000 
to 70 per cent on the excess over 
$50,000,000. 

7. Gift taxes: Approximately three- 
quarters of the estate levies. 

The Borah amendment, forbidding 
future issues of Federal tax-exempt 
securities, and the McCarran amend- 
ment, repealing much of the silver 
‘purchase act, were eliminated. 

Harrison estimated the taxes 
would produce $265,000,000 a year. 
But he added the bill’s provision 
permitting corporations to deduct 
from their incomes gifts made to 
charitable organizations would re- 
duce the total by $15,000,000. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt had vigorously op- 
posed such deductions. 

Adjustment by the conferees of 
House and Senate differences over 
the legislation was regarded by 
leaders as a major step toward 
quick adjournment. 

The House will act first on the 
conferees’ report. Chairman Dough- 
ton of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee estimated it would be Thurs- 
day before the agreement could be 
called up on the House floor.

BYRNS ASSURES ROOSEVELT 
OF ADJOURNMENT THIS WEEK 


Speaker Says Final Agreement by 
Congress on TVA Amend- 
ments Is Certain. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.—Speak- 
er Byrns assured President Roose- 
velt today of adjournment of Con- 
gress by Saturday in reviewing the 
progress made yesterday by the 
House. 

He said it was now certain that 
final agreement would be reached 
on the amendments to the Tennes- 
see Valley Authority, but that the 
fate of the utilities holding com- 
pany regulation bill was uncertain. 
He was hopeful, however, that a 
compromise would be worked out 
on it, too. 

“We are doing things up there 
now with one thing in mind,” he 
said. “That is to adjourn.” 


181 HOMES OWNED BY HOLC 


1167 Foreclosure Actions by Gov- 
ernment Agency Pending. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.—The 
Home Owners’ Loan Corporation 
has acquired 181 homes on which 
payments have been permitted to 
lapse by persons who borrowed to 
save their property. Pending are 
1167 foreclosure actions, with the 
number increasing weekly. 
However, the corporation says 
1828 loans have been paid in full by 
borrowers. It has in its treasury 
$60,000 of payments it cannot iden- 
tify.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.—Chair- 
man Nye of the Senate Munitions 
Committee, announced today that 
he was prepared to filibuster against 
all administration bills, in order to 
compel action by the present Con- 
gress on neutrality legislation. 
Senator Bone (Dem.), Washing- 
ton, will start the filibuster, and 
Nye will join in, he says. He re- 
fused to disclose other participants. 
The announcement was made by 
Nye soon after the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee reached an agree- 
ment on neutrality legislation, but 


withheld details. 

Nye filed a report from the com- 
mittee recommending a constitu- 
tional amendment to permit taxa- 
tion of tax-exempt securities in 
time of war. 

The threat of a filibuster was the 
most serious immediate obstacle in 
the way of congressional plans for 
adjournment Saturday. Otherwise, 
the administration program was 
moving forward on schedule. 

The Munitions Committee report- 
ed that two constitutional amend- 
ments would be necessary to pre- 
vent profiteering, but said _ their 
adoption might create other situa- 
tions “far worse than the situation 
of profiteering in a national emer- 
gency.” 

The two proposals were to permit 
commandeering of plants and 
equipment in time of war without 
determination of “fair compensa- 
tion” in the present way through 
court review, and to permit taxa- 
tion of war profits without court 
adjudication of investment and 
fixed capital. 

With these amendments, the com- 
mittee found, the opportunities for 
militaristic contro] might be _in- 
creased, and a single group—in con- 
trol of the Government at the time 
—might be given too much power.

SENATORS ‘CRACK 
FOR TALKING BACK 


Black Warns Witness Con- 
tempt Charges Will Be 
Pressed Unless He 
Changes Attitude. 


SERGEANT-AT-ARMS 
IN INQUIRY ROOM 


Committee Insists Utility 
Man Limit Replies to 
Facts—He Is Subdued 
Afterward.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 20. — The 


Senate Lobby Investigating Com- 
mittee, thoroughly aroused by the 


manner and language of Howard 
C. Hopson on the witness stand, 
“cracked down” on the utility mag- 
nate today with earnestness. An- 
nouncing that the committee had 
held an executive session yesterday 

Hugo Black 
read the following statement to the 
sullen witness: 

“This committee has been very 
patient with the witness, H. C. 
Hopson, It has not yet pressed the 
charges of contempt which are 
pending before the Senate. It has, 
during four sessions, afforded *him 
great latitude in the answering of 
its questions. The committee is de- 
termined that it will no longer per- 
mit the practice of this witness of 
evadizg questions by making 
speeches or criticism of the com- 
mittee, or by asking other ques- 
tions, by going far beyond the 
aanaiied the question in the an- 
swer, and by continuing to talk 
after he is called to order. 

“The committee is interested in 
ascertaining facts on specific ques- 
tions, and intends to limit this wit- 
ness to answering questions with 
facts. The witness, Hopson, is now 
instructed that this rule must be 
followed by him. His failure to do 
so will necessarily result in the im- 
mediate presentation of additional 
contempt charges to the Senate. 

“It is hoped that no such action 
will be necessary, but the attitude 
of the witness has made it neces- 
sary to consider the question, and 
the committee has unanimously 
reached the conclusion that it will 
no longer tolerate the conduct pre- 
viously indulged in by the witness. 
He is a lawyer and knows how to 
confine himself to facts, and he 
must do so, or suffer the conse- 
quence of a citation to the Senate.” 

Witness Has Talked Back. 
The committee’s drastic and un- 
usual action was precipitated by 
Hopson’s attitude on the stand yes- 


terday. When Black interrupted 
him in the course of a long speech, 
he shouted: “This committee 


doesn’t want the iruth—it 
wants half truths.” 
Seldom, if ever, has a_ witness 
talked back to a Senate committee 
as Hopson has. He has repeatedly 
ignored questions, and continued 
talking after being called to order. 
Since his first appearance on the 
stand, it has been a question how 
the committee would eventually 
deal with him. 
There was no doubt that the com- 
mittee meant business today. The 
Senate Sergeant-at-Arms, Chesley 
Jurney, was in the room, prepared 
to serve the pending citation on 
Hopson, and, if the committee so 
decided, to serve a new one. 
Hopson’s truculence melted mag- 
ically as Black concluded the state- 
ment. His fountain of speech, 
which had spouted indefatigably 
for a week, dried up, and his man- 
ner became strangely subdued. 
Senator Schwellenbach (Dem.), 
Washington, who, in addition to 
being a stockholder in Hopson’'s As- 
sociated Gas & Electric system, is 
something of a shark on corporate 
finance, led the rotund witness 
through a bewildering maze of ques- 
tions and answers touching the fi- 
nancial manipulations by which 
Hopson erected his utility empire. 
Hopson answered in  low-toned 
monosyllables. He seemed: thor- 
oughly whipped. 

“Nobody Else Got Any.” 
He said that, although a large 
block of stock owned in Holland 
has always been “capable of making 
trouble,” control of the $900,000,000 
system has remained in the hands 
of himself and John I. Mange, 
president, although they contribut- 
ed less than ore-half of 1 per cent 
of the capite: investment. 
Since 1932, Associated has paid 
no dividends, but has paid several 
millions to service companies owned 
by Hopson and his three sisters. 
“Did you and your family get all 
this money?” Schwellenbach asked. 
“Nobody else got any of it,” Hopson 
replied, amid laughter.

"DOWN ON HOPSON 
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Pilot and Bride Killed in Plane 


SBODIES FOUND 
PCKAGE OF 
N WYOMING 


Business Executive, Flyer 
and Bride All of Indian- 
apolis, Crashed on Lara- 


mie Peak.

GLENDO, Wyo., Aug. 20.—Bodies 
of three Indianapolis residents ap- 
parently killed when their private 
plane crashed against the side »f 
Laramie Peak, 40 miles from here, 
were found beside the wreckage of 
the ship by members of a searching 
party this morning. 

The three, missing since thy 
took off from Helena, Mont., last 
Thursday, were Burnside Smith, 47 
years old, Indianapolis business ex- 
ecutive; Dick Arnett, pilot of the 
ship, and his bride, Eleanor, 

A rancher who discovered the 
wreckage said the ship was burned, 
that it undoubtedly was that of the 
Indianapolis people and that three 
bodies in it were burned and brok- 
en. 

The discovery was reported to 
Capt. George Smith, member of the 
Wyoming highway patrol, who pre- 
viously had seen the wreckage from 
the air in ~ flight this morning over 
the peak. 

The plane is eight miles up the 
peak, in rough country,” Smith said. 
“It will be all foot work getting the 
wreckage and the bodies out. We 
can’t get up on horses. It is about 
35 or 40 miles southwest of Glendo. 
“The farmer told me he found 
the wreck shortly before noon; that 
he looked inside and all three occu- 
pants were dead, and that it looked 
like the ship had plowed into the 
timber going at a great speed. He 
said there was a terrible storm on 
the mountain last Thursday, and 
the pilot apparently never saw the 
mountain before he hit it.” 

Search was started after ranchers 
reported they saw a plane in trou- 
ble near the peak last Thursday, 
heard a crash and then saw a burst 
of flame.

PARIS, Aug. 20.—As he left Paris 
today following the breakdown of 
the French-British-Italian confer- 
ence on the Ethiopian question, 
Baron Pompeo Aloisi of Italy ac- 
knowledged the inevitability of war 
in East Africa with what amount- 
ed to defiance to other Powers to 
interfere with the campaign. 

“T have no hopes for Geneva,” 
said Baron Aloisi, referring to the 
League Council session on Sept. 4, 
“I see no basis for further discus- 


sion. Italy does not want to leave 
Geneva, but, if we are led to the 
door, we will have to leave.” 


The possibility of Italy's quitting 
the League is expected to intensify 
French efforts toward finding a so- 
lution of the problem, but Aloisi 
said: “Diplomatic channels have lit- 
tle chance to settle our affairs with 
Ethiopia.” 

As for the League Covenant’s 
guarantee of independence and in- 
tegrity for its member nations, he 
remarked: “The League engaged 
itself to do a lot of things it has not 
done.” 

He indicated that Premier Mus- 
solini would use his “wealth of 
man power” in his “disarming” 
drive, ostensibly for the protection 
of Italian colonies. 

Says Italy Spoke Plainly. 

Aloisi contradicted the British as- 
sertion that Mussolini had failed to 
state frankly what he wanted in 
Ethiopia.

(Anthony Eden, British Minister 
for League of Nations Affairs) by 
Premier Mussolini himself when the

IN BERLIN, 14 MISSING

Section of Street Drops Away 
Trapping Workers; Water 
Floods Tunnel. 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Aug. 20.—At least 14 
workmen were missing today after 
the collapse of 2 portion of the Her- 
mann Goering street subway, now 
under construction. 

A section of tne street, 170 feet 
long and 45 feet wide, near the 
Brandenburg gate, dropped away 
about 12:15 p. m., and nearly two 
hours later, only four members of 


the crew below had been brought 
up. Some reports placed the num- 
ber of missing at 26. 

All four suffered broken bones 
and internal injuries. It was hoped 
that some of the workers believed 
still under ground might have es- 
caped by running to safe ends of 
the tunnel. Police, firemen, first 
aid workers and 300 regular army 
soldiers were eugaged in rescue at- 
tempts. 

The whole tunnel was reported 
flooded by a bursting water main. 
The subway is being built espe- 
cially for the Olympic Games next 
year to facilitate movement of the 
heavy traffic expected. 

Hermann Goering street formerly 
was Friederich Ebert street. It be- 
gins at Postsdamerplatz, Berlin’s 
busiest dowriown square, stretches 
along the edge of the Tiergarten, 
and extends to the Brandenburg 
gate, where the famous avenue Un- 
ter Den Linden, begins.

Hay in a prepared statement given 
to the press on Friday. Hay point- 
ed out that under the State en- 
abling act which prohibits the city 
from paying out more than one- 
fourth of the total cost of the 
project, the city must put up its 
one-fourth and the Government its 
three-fourths “virtually simultane- 
ously.” 


Thus far the city has obtained 
only a tentative agreement from 
PWA Administrator Ickes and 
WPA Administrator Hopkins to put 
up the money for the first year’s 
construction, a sum that would, in 
the opinion of Ickes, be “highly 
problematical.” Allocation of any 
Federal funds is, of course, condi- 
jtional upon passage of the bond 
(issue by the voters of St. Louis at 
an election to be held Sept. 10. In 
a discussion with Ickes and Hop- 
kins the sum to be allocated has 
been put at $10,000,000 to $12,000,000, 
‘probably less than half of the 
\three-fourths which the Federal 
Government would be required to 
spend under the State enabling act. 


| Question of Validity. 


“No one in authority has passed 
upon the validity of the bonds un- 
der the State enabling act as yet,” 
Charles L. Kades, assistant direc- 
tor of the Legal Division of PWA, 
said. “Eventually I shall have to 
pass upon that question. 

“The finance and engineering di- 


visions now are studying’ the 
project. Harry MclInerny of our 
legal staff, stationed in the PWA 


office in St. Louis, has given a pre- 
liminary opinion on the financing 
and the bonds, but this is only pre- 
liminary inasmuch as it may be 
subject to conditions imposed by 
our finance and engineering divi- 
sions.” 

Assistant Attorney-Veneral Harry 
W. Blair, who is to direct the con- 
demnation proceedings, said it was 
intended that the site should be 
condemned by the United States 
Government through the Depart- 
ment of Justice. The Department 
of Justice, Blair said, would act 
upon the formal request of Secre- 
tary of the Interior Ickes, as head 
of the National Park Service. The 
proposed memorial, if and when 


approved, is to be ‘a national park. | 
“The City of St. Louis, as I un-— 


|derstand it,” Blair said, “will rush 
'the bonds to Washington by air- 
| plane. 
|to PWA as collateral for a loan of

Court to Handle Fund. 

“We will go into Federal Court 
at once and deposit thc $7,500,000 to 
cover the cost of the site. The Fed- 
|eral Government will then take title 
to the site. The official to be placed 
'in charge of the project, presum- 
ably the PWA or WPA project di- 
rector, will thereupon take posses- 
sion and work will begin. When a 
Federal Court has finally deter- 
mined the value of the land, the 
Court will pay over to property 
owners the amount of the deter- 
mined value of individual lots. If 
this does not exhause the entire 
$7,500,000, I understa:.. the balance 
will be used for construction.” 

Blair, explaining that he was not 
required to pass upon the validity 
of the bonds, declined to comment 
upon the question raised by Hay. 
What happens to the St. Louis 
bonds after PWA takes them as 
collateral for a loan to the city also 
is no concern of his, Blair added. 
It has been the custom for PWA 
to turn such blocks of municipal 
| bonds over to the RFC, its govern- 
mental banker, and the RFC fre- 
quently has sold such bonds, some- 
times at a considerable profit. 


Mayor Dickmann’s Idea of Pro- 
cedure to Be Followed. 

Mayor Dickmann yesterday made 
a statement covering the city ad- 
ministration’s idea of the mechan- 
ical processes to be followed in two 
proposed river front 
Memorial project. 

The first related to the acquis- 
ition of the land comprised in the 
37 blocks it is intended to include 
in the site, and the second to an 
agreement the city hopes to reach 
with Secretary Ickes and PWA Ad- 
ministrator Hopkins as to the 


means by which the State law will 
be met by the city in its payments 
of one-fourth of the total cost of 
the memorial, which the law re- 
quires shall be only one-third of the 
amount which the Federal Govern- 
ment must spend.

Missouri consented to acquisition of 
the land by the Federal Govern- 
ment only on condition that the 
Government should spend three 
times as much money as the city 
on the memorial, and in view of 
the second fact that the _ city’s 
money was to be expended for the 
site, seemingly all of the city’s share 
would be spent before any Federal 
money could be used on the project. 
Therefore a question arose as to 
how the city could keep within the 
State law if it should. pay out its 
full share without a definite com- 
mitment from the Federal Govern- 
ment that the memorial would be 
completed with Federal funds. 

It was this question which the 


statement. 

“The detailed method of city and 
Federal participation in the cost 
has not been agreed to with Secre- 
tary Ickes and Director Hopkins,” 
the Mayor said, “but it is now in 
process of adjustment and we are 
satisfied that it will be settled suf- 
ficiently in advance of the bond 
issue election for al] the voters to 
be familiar with it. 


“The Washington officiais are in 
entire sympathy with the project 
and are disposed to be helpful in 
every way possible. I have no doubt 
that if it were possible under the 
Federal law to set aside at once the 
full amount which will be needed, 
the money would be earmarked, but 
unfortunately, they are prohibited 
from making a commitment for 
more than can be expended in one 
year. 

“Under the Federal condemnation 
procedure, I am informed by the 
City Counselor’s office, the Govern- 
ment may take immediate posses- 
sion of property as soon as it files 
and need not 
make any deposit of money in the 
Federal Court to pay for the land 
until the owners agree to the price, 
or until the price is definitely fixed 
by the court in the condemnation 
proceeding. 

“The city’s money will be used to 
pay for the land, but the agree- 
ment we expect to reach with the 
Federal officials will provide that 
the $7,500,000 in bends shall _ be 
placed in escrow and only used 
from time to time as the owners 
agree to accept the appraised value, 
or the price is fixed by the court. 

“Condemnation proceedings usual- 
ly drag along for a considerable 
period of time, and I doubt that 
much more than $2,000,000 of the 
city’s money will be called for with- 
‘in a year. 

“However, the Government will 
‘take possession of the property im- 
'mediately after the bonds are voted 
‘and will begin paying out its own 
/money for razing the buildings, and 
the construction work, for which the 
Government will pay, should be 
well under way within a year. Thus, 
according to our idea, Federal funds 
fully reaching three times. the 
amount the city will pay out will 
be expended at the same time the 
city's money is being used. 

“As soon as the bonds are voted, 
the memorial will be submitted to 
a national competition .of architects 
and as a result of this competition, 
which should be participated in by 
the ablest architects of the coun- 
try, the form the memorial will 
take will be decided. That settled, 
the actual construction work could 
start immediately. 

“We have the definite pledge from 
Secretary Ickes and Director Hop- 
kins that all the money which can 
be expended within the year will 
be made available. After a year, it 
will, of course, be necessary to ob- 
tain further congressional sanction 
for expenditures, but I think there 
can be no doubt that the Govern- 
ment will go ahead with any 
project on which it has already 
paid out several miliion dollars.”

STE. GENEVIEVE, Mo., Aug. 20. 

This historic town, oldest perma- 
nent settlement in Missouri, paused 
today in its bi-centennial celebra- 
‘tion for memorial services at old 
|Ste. Genevieve Cemetery, where 
/3000 of its settlers and early resi- 
dents are buried. 

In the cemetery, consecrated in 
1787 and abandoned in 1883, are 
weather-worn tombs and monu- 
ments bearing such family names as 
Valle, Bolduc, Dufour, Gaboury, Be- 
quette and Gavreau, all identified 
with the foundation of the town in 
1735 and its early history. 

Tonight Ste. Genevieve will re- 
sume a pageant reviewing the 200 
years of its existence. 

Twelve hundred of the town’s 
2600 residents will take part in de- 
picting the coming of the French, 
who sought gold and found rich 
lead mines instead, and the devel- 
opment of the community to rival 
St. Louis, 60 miles to the north, as 
the most important in the Louisiana 
Territory. 

The first part of the pageant, pre- 
sented last night, provided a back- 
ground for the town’s story from 
the prehistoric mound builders to 
the coming of the Jesuit mission- 
ary, Father St. Cosme, in 1699. 

Naturalness of the setting mark- 
ed Episode Two, the First of 
the Red Men. A creek has been 
dammed to provide a waterway be- 
tween the stands and the stage, 
deep enough to allow those repre- 
senting voyageurs to paddle canoes. 
First in the episode was depicted 
Indian Life, then Hunting Party, 
Trouble and Peace Dance. 

Episode Three was entitled Mar- 
quette and Joliet Pass By, with 
these scenes: The Coming of Mar- 
quette and Joliet, Their Landing, 
Reception and Parting. In Episode 
Four was shown the Coming of 
Father Cosme. It was composed of 
two scenes, Arrival and Address to 
the Indians. Departure of Father 
Saint Cosme was the night's final 
episode and dealt in turn with the 
Story of the Rock, Blessing of the 
Rock and Planting of the 
Cross.

‘tration to make loans to farmers. 

| Advances would be permitted to 
‘finance “the purchase of farm lands 
and necessary equipment by farm- 
‘ers. farm tenants, croppers or farm 
laborers” and for any other pur- 
poses necessary in the administra- 
rural rehabilitation and relief in 
stricken areas. 

Early this month, Under Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Tugwell issued 
‘an order broadening the eligibility 
‘of farmers to receive loans. Under 
this ruling, farmers who had ap- 
plied unsuccessfully for loans from 
the Farm Credit Administration 
and farmers who had been delin- 
quent in payments to the Federal 
Land Banks and were in danger of 
foreclosure proceedings, were al- 
lowed to apply to the Resettlement 
Administration. Prior to the rul- 
ing, only farmers on relief were 
eligible. The new order was said 
to pave the way for loans to larger

Provisions in Case of Default. 

On default of loan repayment or 
interest charges the administration 
may enforce payment by realizing 
on security and by legal action, or 
may extend the time if the circum- 
stances justify. 

The President’s order said _ that 
all loans for two-year or longer 
periods shall provide for repayment 
in equal annual installments which 
may include interest. On loans for 
five years or more there need be no 
principal repayment for the first 
three. 

The Resettlement Admfnistration 
is authorized to complete loans to 
farmers who have contracted for 
advances from state rural rehabili- 
tation corporations using Federal 
funds and who are unable to receive 
the full amount of the loan from 
the state unit.

AYLWARD'S LAW FIRM 
ALLOWED $70,000 Ft 


Already Received $25,000 for 
Services in Missouri State 
Life Sale. 


An additional allowance of $75,000 
to the law firm of James P. Ayl- 
ward, chairman of the Democratic 
State Committee, for services in the 
sale of the Missouri State Life In- 
surance Co. to the General Amer- 
ican Life Insurance Co,, was grant- 


ed today by Circuit Judge Joynt. 
Aylward and his associate, A. A. 
Ridge, now a Circuit Judge at Kan- 
sas City, received a $25,000 fee as 
part payment for services Dec. 16. 
1933. While the allowance today is 
not final, work in the case is nearly 
completed, and it was expected that 
any claim for further fees would be 
small, : 

There was no objection to the al- 
lowance. Aylward presented as wit- 
nesses in support of the fairness of 
his claim, Ernest A. Green, St. 
Louis lawyer; Allen May, general 
solicitor for Geyeral American, and 
State Superintendent of Insurance 
O'Malley. Green described the 
claim as “reasonable,” and estimat- 
ed that the service given by Ayl- 
ward's firm was worth more than 
$100,000. Allen said he considered 
the fee “modest,” and added that 
his company had no objection. 
O'Malley testified the fee was rea- 
sonable. 

Lawyers Describe Their Work. 


Aylward reviewed some of his 
work in behalf of Missouri State 
Life. The case, he related, involved 
250,000 policy holders, $900,000,000 
in insurance and assets having a 
net value of $122,000,000.

The panel depicts the 
horrors of war. 

He objected also to a large “S” 
superimposed on shadows to give a 
dollar sign effect. He declared he 
was “sure” it was “some sort of 
objectionable reference to the cap- 
italisti¢c system.” 

Mayor Quin said he had received 
“several complaints” about the 
murals, which were painted by 
Xavier Gonzales, who is teaching in 
the summer school at the Alpine 
(Tex.) State Teachers’ College. 


“The whole thing indicates the 
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Communistic influence has pene 
trated to San Antonio from New 
York, where Rivera did the mural 
for Radio City,” commented Nami. 
“Rockefeller had that taken down 
and we ought to have this one re- 
moved.” He refefred to Diego 
Rivera, noted artist. 


The paintings had attracted scant 
attention until yesterday.

Petition of Charles L. Brazelle, 
Who Sought Share of.$5,- 
000,000 Estate, Denied.

NEW YORK, Aug. 20.—Surro- 


gate James A. Foley denied today 
the request of Charles L. Brazelle 
of the New York Athletic Club to 
be permitted to -file objections to 
the will of Mrs. Albert Champion, 
widow of the spark plug manufac- 
turer.

After the delegation had depart- 
ed. Cannon told reporters he 
thought the housewives’ strike “a 
pure fake, unquestionably prompted 
and encouraged by packers” as part 
of their campaign against the pro- 
cessing tax and other features of 
the Agricultural Adjustment Ad- 
ministration. 

Cannon Greets Them Cordially. 

Cannon greeted the members of 
the delegation cordially, shaking 
hands with each member, told them 


he was “sincerely interested and | 
very anxious to help.” But when 
he started to ask questions, Mrs.

serted. “We're American citizens.”

pumping it back again after the 
operation is performed. 


He said he had succeeded in re- 
viving dogs as much as 40 minutes 
after “incomplete death” in pre- 
vious experiments. 

One of the principal problems to 
be solved, Dr. Brukhonenko said, 
is when does incomplete death— 
the state in which the tissues are 
not yet destroyed—turn to complete 
death. He said the autojector’s 


Special devices to maintain the 
necessary pressure and tempera- 
ture in the blood are attached to 
the autojector. 

Details of Experiment. 

In his experiment, he opened the 
arteries of the anesthetized dog ana 
pumped out all its blood. There was 
a complete lack of reflex, respira- 
tion and pulse, and the animal was 
pronounced dead. 

Ten minutes later he applied the 
auto jector, which began pumping 
blood, mixed with the oxygen frora 
the extra lungs, back into the dog's 
body. 

After five minutes, faint heart

MUSSOLINI'S FATEFUL ANSWER. 

The Paris three-Power conference, which sought a 
peaceful solution of the Italo-Ethiopian crisis, has 
broken down in failure. There seems little hope left 
of dissuading Mussolini from his reckless and cold- 
blooded war of conquest. 

That Mussolini's determination is fixed is made 
clear by the proposed terms which he rejected. 
France and England agreed to forgo further eco- 
nomic privileges in Ethiopia in favor of Italy; they

HE question is frequently asked as to 
TT wnether one form or other of electrical 

communication may not develop such a 
dominance as practically to eliminate its 
competitor. It seems clear that the answer 
is No. It is true that in the past 50 years 
telephony, because it was a newer art, has 
developed much more rapidly than teleg- 
raphy, and, in some sectors, at the expense 
of its rate of growth. It may and probably 


will continue, for some time to come, to world. Telephony is peculiarly an art in

stantaneously. We may never have occa- 
sion to want to communicate with someone 
at some distant point, but then again, ~ an 
occasion may arise where it is a matter of 
the utmost importance to be able to speak 
with some particular person at some par- 
ticular spot and at a particular time. 
Technically, we seem about to enter a 
new era in the development of means for 
providing great numbers of transmitting 
channels economically for our longer dis- 
tance routes. Through intensive research, 
it has been possible to devise a simple form 
of cable and a means of transmission by 
which literally hundreds of telephone chan- 
nels can be obtained in a structure no larg- 
er than one’s finger. Moreover, this struc- 
ture is capable of transmitting the enor- 
mously wide frequency bands required in 
television—that newest of developments in 
telegraphy. This result marks the present 
stage of the advance which started 20 years 


graphic growth. 

At the same time, it is clear from past 
experience that whatever tends to facilitate 
interchange of intelligence tends to stimu- 
late growth in all the various means by 
which intelligence is transmitted. Added to 
this general tendency is the further fact 
that new forms of telegraphy, that is, 
forms of electrical transmission which are 
appraised through the eye, have come into 
the picture. Also, many of the scientific 
developments which are acting to advance 
the art of telephony are automatically bene- 
fiting the art of telegraphy by cheapening, 
simplifying and expediting its machinery. 


If there is serious danger to telegraphy, 
it resides, I think, not so much in other 
forms of electrical communication as_ in 
entirely different methods of transporting 
the permanent records of which telegraphy 
is the electrical carrier.

Where the end of the road is, no man 


or another develops to such an extent and 
produces such a revolutionary change in 
the methods of life as to eliminate necessity 
for the written record, there would appear 
to me to be no likelihood of telegraphy fol- 
lowing the course of the ancient galley or 
of the sailing ship. 

Telephony and telegraphy have come to 
be parts of a common science and art, 
where advances in one field may and fre- 
quently do find immediate application in 
the other. Since telephony is the more gen- 
eral case of electrical communication, it is 
natural not only that more scientific atten- 
tion should be paid to its problems, but 
likewise that the greatest changes from the 
existing art are likely to result in it. 

Neither in telegraphy nor in telephony 
will we ever again have to cope with the 
problem of overcoming distance. No matter 
how poorly we may be doing it at the pres- 
ent time, we nevertheless do know how to 
extend telephony and telegraphy between 
any two points on the earth's surface, and 
we are prepared to make this extension 
promptly if necessity arises, 

Within these and similar limitations there 
is, however, still a great amount of research, 
development and practical application work 
to be done before we approach the limits of 
a completely comprehensive or completely 
adequate electrical communication service. 
Many of the things we are now doing and 
will continue to do are done pooriv when 
measured with the yardstick of what we ‘ 


is wise enough to say. Nor is anyone wise 
enough to forecast what may be in store 
for us as we continue to find useful applica- 
tions to electrical communication of the 
flood of new knowledge which continues to 
flow as a result of our delving further into 
the secrets of nature. 

Electrical communication, to be an art in 
the sense here under discussion, is) much 
more than an occasional or fortuitous 
demonstration of scientific possibilities. It 
is a thing which must be available with a 
high degree of regularity to those who 
would use it. It requires great co-ordinated 
service organizations. Unless it is regular 
and reliable, it may be useful on occasion, 
but it can never influence largely the 
scheme of men’s social and business inter- 
course. 

Since complete development of telephony 
hinges upon the production of physical 
things of very great efficiency, very low cost 
and of extremely reliability, it is peculiarly 
a problem for science and engineering. We 
have already gone far enough in science 
and engineering to have a sufficiently ac- 
curate view of the future to be able to say 
with practical certainty that, given the op- 
portunity, science and engineering can pro- 
duce for society all of the communication 
tools it may need to extend electrical com- 
munication in any .desired Tm as far as 
the normal requirements of society may dic-

AYING for government is everybody's r* 
p sponsibility. Whenever the impression 
gains footing that one group or class can 
order all the spegding and that another 
group or class must do all the paying, there 
is danger ahead. Whether the spending is 
done by a financial or military oligarchy at 
the expense of the poor, or by the poor at 
the expense of the rich, the seeds of trouble 
are being sown. Authority and responsibil- 
ity must go together. 

For this reason, competent critics of the 
Roosevelt tax program, including many of 
liberal views, have been urging that an ex- 
tension of visible taxes into the lower In- 
come brackets is an indispensable counter- 
poise to the imposition of heavier rates on 
large incomes and inheritances. 


For a time, it appeared the Senate 
Finance Committee would adopt. this view. 
A majority of its members, until they con- 


sidered the political obstacles, favored lower 
personal exemptions in the income tax law 
and higher surtaxes from the bottom of the 
scale. A move in this direction would still 
be a marked improvement in the measure, 

It should immediately be explained that

Then “Cotton Ed” 
approached members of the Senate 
Audit and Control Committee, 
which passes on investigation ap- 
propriations, and_ said he needed 
more money. He had rade ro re- 
port, held no public hearings, but 
he said he had an _ investigator 
working and had to have an addi- 
tional sum to complete the job. 

Committee members asked him 
how much he wanted and Smith 
said $10,000. He was told to sub 
mit a formal request. When it was 
received it was found that “Cotton 


Ed” had left blank the sum of 
money he was seeking. 
Called before the committee, he 


boosted the ante to $25,000. After 
some bickering, the committee gave 
him $12,500. 

Again the inquiry dropped out of 
sight. No public hearings were 
held. No report was made. But 
that did not mean that “Cotton Ed” 
was not on the job. Not at all. 

The other day he again stormed 
into action—with a request for a 
new grant of $50,000. 

“Cotton Ed” has an impressive 
justification for this latest demand. 
“Cotton is a billion-dollar industry,” 
he explains. “I’ve only had $22,500 
for this investigation, while the 
Federal Trade Commission, which 
is investigating the milk business, 
has already spent $100,000 and has 
just been granted another $100,000. 
It ain't fair to cotton.” 

NOTE—The FTC has held num- 
erous public milk hearings, has 
made two comprehensive reports 
exposing scandalous monopolistic 
and profiteering practices in the 
Connecticut and Philadelphia milk- 
sheds.

shows, and when he starred in the 
most sophisticated of New York’s 
revues in the most glittering era 
of such glorified ensembles, he was 
the outstanding personality... the 
most popular figure. 

Into his private life—if one can 
imagine Will being permitted any 
privacy during the past 20 years— 
always came that same faculty for 
the unique and extraordinary. A 
restless traveler, he circled ine 
globe and visited all lands, usually 
by plane, and wherever he went he

The worst suffering will be in the 
Middie West. While the ragweed 
produces most of the cases of hay 
fever, there are other plants which 
contribute. But in the Middle West 
both the total amount of pollen and 
the relative amount of ragweed are 
greatest. 

If you live in New York the total 


amount of pollen that is in the air| 
this season of the year may be rep- 


resented by a small dise entirely 


shaded except for a tiny spot. The) 
shaded part represents the relative | 


amount of ragweed, If you live 
somewhere between Cleveland and 
Indianapolis, the total amount of 
pollen in the air will be represented 
by a much larger disc with the same 
amount of shading, the shaded part 
still representing the amount of rag- 
weed. If you live in Los Angeles, 
the total amount of pollen in the 
air will be represented by a much 
smaller disc with a very small shad- 
ed area, which still represents the 
amount of ragweed, If you live in 
Portiand, Ore., the total amount of 
pollen in the air will be represented 
by a tiny dise and there will be no 
ragweed pollen whatever. 


Solutions. 


What can be done about it? Well, 
there are a great many suggestions 


at hand. Of course, the patient can | 
get away from it by going to a re-| 


gion where there is little or no pol- 
len, but for most people, for eco- 
nomic reasons, this is impossible; 
and even if they can take a vaca- 
tion, it only lasts through part of 
the season, because in order to 
avoid it altogether they should be 
away from Aug. 15 to Oct. 1. If you 
are a hay fever sufferer and can 
take a vacation, the best time to do 
it is from the twentith of August to 
the tenth of September, because 


during this period, on the average, , 


the heaviest pollen shower occurs.
